Officially reported previously, the 
city’s tax rate will be $1.54 instead 
of $1.56 as expected. . The new 
high assessment figure is  $7,- 
475,570. 
» This good news was revealed 
“t last night’s city council meet- 
ing when two tax ordinances were 
presented for consideration. City 
Manager Richard G. Manley said 
the official valuation figures were 
$6,400 higher than had been ex- 
pected. Tor two years the tax 
Tate has been $1.56. Ontario and 
Upland tax rates are now each 
$1.54 for each $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

This rate will produce money 
for the following funds and 
‘amounts: general fund, $70,000; 
library fund, $16,800; bond pay- 
ment and interest, $9,000; capital 
outlay, $5,800; planning commis- 
sion, $1,400 and parks, $15,000.
